way Association and the Merchants’ Bridge 
Terminal Co., which have been virtually one 
corporation: since the consolidation last Au- 


st. Whether criminal ae will be 
nstituted against the officers of the two 
companies cannot be said. ; 

Evidence is being gathered by a committee 
of the Manufacturers’ Association, acting in 
conjunction with the traffic department of 
the Business Men’s League. Secretary ey 
L. Cannon of the former and Joseph 
Leeds, traffic manager of the latter, are the 
active agents who are securing the proof 
against the offending corporations. 

Initial steps are being taken towards pro- 
ceeding against the two companies in the 
courts on the extortionate switching tolls 
charged. This, however, forms but part of 
the contemplated litigation. As soon as the 
matter of switching charges is di © 
the excessive bridge transfer rates will form 
the basis of another big suit. Then other 
grievances against this grinding maneary 
will be taken up in succession and ress 
demanded in the courts. _ 

This danger is threatened from an entire- 
ly unlooked-for quarter. Just now the 
bridge combine has its hands full. The H- 
linois Senate Investigating Committee 
declared the bridge trust guilty ef violat- 
ing every law governing the corporations 
composing it, from the Unit 
stattites to the city ordinances. The Sen- 
ate indorsed the report and instructed At- 
torney-General Maloney to proceed against 
the combine in the courts. He is also in- 
structed to call upon the United States At- 
soransy-Geuaral to co-operate with him in the 
suits. 

Now with the St. Louls Manufacturers’ 
Association préparing to bring suit the 
combine’s cup of sorrow is likely to over- 
flow. . Evidence that will avail in either ac- 
tion will fer the most part be admissible in 
the other suit. In addition to this the coal 
shippers are after the combine for discrim- 
inating against them in rates, and the lat- 
ter is said to be compromising with a num- 
ber of coal men at high figures in order to 
avoid litigation from that quarter; — 

So far the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has held aloof and has shown no dispo- 
sition to take up the matter beyond the 
statement of Chairman W. R. Morrison that 
“an investigation would be made. Either 
one of the threatened suits will put the mat- 
ter in such shape that the Interstate Com- 
mission will be forced to take the matter up. 
This would be exceedingly distasteful.to the 
officials ef the combine, as the interstate 
law contains a section making discrimina- 
tion a criminal act and provides a severe 

nalty. The manufacturers and shippers 

ave long endured the overcharges of the 
bridge ang terminal companies through fear 
of retaliation. against their .businegs, but 
now that they see a chance to right the 
wrong they are béginning to come forward 
and assert themselves. Troubles never 
come singly, and the club that the bridge 
and terminal octopus has so.Jlong held over 
the heads of individual shippers now seems 
about to be used upon itself. 

Attention was directed to the exorbitant 
charges imposed by the terminal roads by 
the effort to pass Council bill No. 38, now 
pending before the Railroad Committee of 
that body, which proposes to give addi- 
tional privileges to the St. Louis belt line. 
Maj. Rainwater is engineering the bill. The 
Manufacturers’ Association stands opposed 
to some of the provisions of the bill, and a 
committee composed of Laclede J. Howard, 
Chairman, T.’P. Plumeridge, L. J. W. Wall 
J. H. Conrades and Tom L. Cannon, Sec- 
retary of the association, has been ap- 
pointed to investigate the matter. 

The amount of documentary evidence that 
committeee has been able to learn, where 
unjuet charges made by the Terminal Rail- 
road Association, of which the proposed 
belt. line. is a part, is almost incredible. 
There is not a single case, so far as the 
committee has been able to learn, where 
the minal corporations have complied 
with the ordinances, There is one case 
where not one cent of switching charges 
should have béen made and yet the ship- 
per was compelled to pay $12 on a single 
ear. Besides this, there are numerous sim- 
ilar cases where slightly smaller charges 
have been assessed. 

The investigation, although merely in its 
incipiency, has already revealed the most 
outrageous embargo ever placed on the 
commerce of a great manufacturing city. 
In the light of these developments the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association stands opposed to 
the passage of the bill proposed by Maj. 
Rainwater for the following reasons: 

There is no provision in the ordinance 
“as to whether the belt line will go outside of 
the city limits, and thus get beyond munici- 
pal control. 

The term ‘‘reasonable’’ charge for per- 
mitting roads to enter the city over its 
tracks is not sufficiently specific, as it 
leaves the matter entirely with the pro- 

ged belt line, and gives no protection to 

the city, to the people, or to any road de- 
siring to enter the city over that line. 
' When the rights of way asked for have 
been granted it will be very difficult for a

JESUITS IN MEXICO. 


ItIs Said They Are Superseding the 
Franciscans There. 


Special to The Pust-Dispatch. 

MEXICO CITY, June 15,~-The increasing 
inuence of the Jesuits here is attracting at- 
tention in religious circles.. The earliest 
missionaries in this country were Francis- 


cans, ahd this order has the enthusiastic 
adhesion and support of a great majority 
of the Mexican people. Recently the Jesuits 
secured ‘possession of the Church of Sen 
Francisco, which had passed into Protest- 
ant hands. The Franciseans urged that 
the church, which before confiscation under 
Juarez had been the property ef their or- 
der, should on its restoration to the Cath- 
olies revert to them, but the Jesuits were 
more enterprising and had obtained the 
money to buy the church. , The Jesuits now 
have the churches of San FPranciseo, Jesu 
Maria, San Hiplit and Santa Brigida among 
the great and fashionable churches to 
which, by the ability of their pulpit ora- 
tors, they are attracting large congrega- 
tions of wealthy people. There has al- 
ways been a strong undércurrent. of opp - 
sition here among Catholics to the Jesuits, 
and their increasing influence in these 
times is arousing ancient animosities. Peo- 
ple who side with the Franciscans assert 
that the Spanish Jesuits haye entered on a 
regular campaign to gain control in ec- 
clesiastical affairs here. The Jesuits sent 
trusted agents into this country eight years 
ago, but their reports were unfavorable 
on account of Archbishop Labastida, who 
was hostile to them. The present Arch- 
bishop, a much-venerated prelate, is appa- 
rently more friendly to them. e Govern- 
ment will maintain an attitude.of imparti- 
ality as long as the cler de nothing in 
violation of the famous reform laws, which 
define rigidly the relations of church and 
state.

The gold medal offered for this race is solid, 
fourteen karat, fine and unusually heavy. 
The pendant is a circular one, with a 
wreath and wheel in green gold, all very 
finely engraved. The diamonds offered as 
prizes were carefully selected, and finer 
stones with daintier settings would be hard 
to find. The gold medal for the novice 
race is a very neat one. The pendant has 
a raised border with a wheel in plain gold. 

The official meet badge, which will be 
furnished only to L. A. W. members or to 
those who apply for membership, will be 
a handsome souvenir of the meet. It con- 


sists of a sterling silver pin, with the ribbon / 


in blue ands white. To this is attached a 
endant somewhat larger than a silver dol- 
ar. On one side of this pendant is the 
League monogram and the letters L. A. W. 
On the opposite side three cyclists in rac- 
ing costumes. The ribbon bears the words 
“LL. A. W. State meet, Shelbina, Mo., July 
8 and 4, and it admits the wearer to the 
race track, the entertainments, and is, in 
fact, an “‘open sesame’”’ to all the festivi- 


ties. 

The attendance from St. Louis, it is esti- 
mated, will be , and Kansas City will 
have nearly eighty men on hand. A spe- 
cial baggage and chair car will be placed at 
the cyclists’ disposal by the Burlington 
route, arid will remain at Shelbina until the 
conclusion of the meet. The railroad rate 
for the round trip is $4.50. Headquarters 
will be established at the Waverly Hotel, 
where Secretary Butler will open an of- 
fice two days prior to the meet to accept 
applications for membership. 

The race track is a half-mile oval, sixty 
feet wide on the turns, and eighty feet in 
width on the home stretch. It is without a 
hill, and the infield is a pretty stretch of 
green. The track is ample to accommodate 
the tremendous field of starters who are 
expected: 

The entry fee is fixed at $1 for the first 
and 60 cents for each additional event, and 
cash must accompany all entries to insure 
recognition. Entry blanks can be obtained 
at all the cycling clubs and agencies. 

Shelbina is within easy distance of St. 
Louis, and this, coupled with low rate of 
fare, will induce many wheelmen to at- 
tend. the meet for the first time. Bach club 
is requested to bring its club banner and to. 
carry same in the parade. Club captains are 
particularly requested to see that this is 
attended to. : 


OLDEST CYCLIST. 


Capt. Charles H. Tyler Lays Claim to 
the Title of Senior. 


Capt. Charles Horace Tyler, the retired 
river captain and manufacturer, aged 63 
years, has the honor of being the oldest 
person operating a bicycle in this city.

INFLUENCE OF CYCLING CLUBS. 
What They Do for the Growth of Man- 

liness Among Members. 
A crude notion exists, and there is con- 
siderable size to it, that the influence 
exerted by cycling clubs at large is very 


bad for the clubmen and very bad for 
the community. The better opinion is that 
clubs of this class are, generally s ng, 
admirable institutions, tending to develo 
a healthful spirit of athleticism, and afford- 
ing a means of social intercourse among 
wheelmen which from the very nature of it 
is both pleasurable and impro , 

It isn’t safe to let a weak-minded youth 
loose under any circumstances. Assuming 
that a boy is unfortunate enough to have 
been born with a bent for going to the devil 
he should be restrained from joining whee 
clubs or any other clubs having for their 
main object the promotion of social inter- 
course among men; but it is always safe 
to allow boys made of good stuff as much 
club life as they want. 

Neither wheel clubs or other organiza- 
tions similarly constituted from a social 
standpoint, can make strength of moral 
fiber a qualification of membership. The 
term ‘“‘good standing’’ may cover a multi- 
tude of sins for all that a club committee 
can know about it, and so probably there is 
not a wheel or other similarly organized 
club in existence without one or more mem- 
bers unfitted for association with the mor- 
ally clean and pure-minded. But the force 
which is wielded by members of this stamp 
is greatly exaggerated, and what there 
is of it is entirely innocuous except among 
those naturally lacking in moral stamina, 
such as should be kept out of all mis- 
cellaneous associations, and have their com- 
panionships picked and chosen by their bet- 
ters. 

The wheel club idea has suffered largely 
through the bad character of a very few 
organizations styling themselves as such. 
Gambling and worse have sometimes ap- 
peared as the main objects sought under 
the respectable ise of the promotion 
of cycling. Such instances have been rare 
but, their damage to wheel club life at large 
has been great. Only the other day an al- 
leged wheel club tn Brooklyn, N. Y., was 
raided by the police with the result of 
fully corroborating the reputation of the 

lace as a den of filth and nastiness. But 
he fact remains that the average cycling 
or. igation exerts sound and wholesome 
influences tending to the growth and con- 
servation of the true spirit of manliness.

$5,000, is excessive. You are beyond doubt 
sincere in your belief that you can outride 
Zimmerman, in which case you would sim- 
ply be $4,000 better off than if the race were 
made for the stake you haye spoken of. In 
the second place, it is, of course, desirable 
that Zimmerman’s departure for Austr 
shall be preceded by as important a race as 
possible, and of course one for $56,000 a side 
would overshadow anything that has ever 
been run in the history of wheeling. 

“In wagare to the posting of Zimmerman’s 
money, his $5,000 is now, and has been for 
some days, on deposit for this special pur- 
pose, in the First National Bank here. We 
feel confident that your objection to the race 
being run at Asbury Park is founded upon a 
misapprehension of the facts. You doubt- 
less recollect the track here as it used to be 
—practicaily a flat track. It has quite re- 
cently been entirely rebuilt.

The enterprising Mr. Stuart, Who bas 
made arrangements to have the Corbett- 
Fitzsimmons prize fight “pulled off,’’ to 
use his sporty language, in Dallas during 
the Texas State Fair, says there is no 
law in Texas to prevent it and no opposi- 
tion to having the slugging match held 
in Texas except among a few preachers. 

It should be noted that Mr. Stuart 
significantly corrected a reporter. who 
asked him about the fight and told 
him there was to be no “fight,” but a*% 
“boxing contest.”’ It is evident that the 
managers of the “mill” take the Texas 
people and the aujhorities to be a pack of 
fools who can be duped into permitting 
a fight to a finish under the gauzy pre- 


- text that.it is a ‘boxing contest.” 


The Post-Dispatch does not share Mr. 
Stuart’s faith in the unlimited green- 
ness of the Texas pecple and the pliant 
idiocy of the Texas authorities. We be-

. renews the joy of life. 


““But in their. new-born enthusiasm for 

out-of-door exercise these people should 

not, forget that.it is possible te get too 

much of a good thing at once. The wheel

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of the world of a country being over- 
whelmed with good money. There never 
was a nation yet that was overwhelmed 
with silver money. There never was a 
} nation that had more silver money than 
fit had good use for,, and there never | 
will be. i igty: 
The world would mot pour silver upon 
us, The metal would be as high in price 
in other countries as here,.so that there | 
would be no profit in sending it here. 
On the contrary, there would be a loss, 
for silver is valued higher in comparison 
with gold in all other countries than in 
ours. In our country the ratio is 16 to 1— 
that is, 16 ounces of silver to 1 of gold. 
In France, Belgium, Mexico, China and 
the Central and South American States 
it is 15% to i—that is, 15% ounces of silver 
to 1 of gold. There would be a loss of 
half’an ounce on every pound of silver 
brought here. | i, 
Besides, the other countries have no 
silver to spare. The whole world’s prod- 
uct of silver in 1893 was $209,165,000—and 


nearly two-thirds of this, $135,389,763, was 


coined into money and a large part of 
the balance went into the industrial arts. 
In the year 1892 nearly four-fifths of the 
entire world’s product of silver was 
coined. In the year 1891, out of a total 
world’s product of $177,352,300 of silver, 
$138,294,367 was coined into money in the 
countries of the earth, and the industrial 
arts consumed a large proportion of the 
balance, if not all of it. Even if}pur mints 
had been open to the free coinage of 
silver in the three years named, the other 
nations would have left to us only $74,- 
000,000 in 1893, $42,000,000 in 1892, and 
$39,000,000 in 1891—an allowance which 
would have fallen far short of over- 
whelming us; indeed, it would have fallen 
short of satisfying our wants. 

It is a mistake to suppose that the 
world is gorged with cheap silver for 
which there is little or no use and that 
the throwing open of our mints would 
attract it. Every nation on the globe 
needs more and more silver every year, 
and there is not enough produced to sat- 
isfy them. Mexico coined in 1893 $28,000,- 
000 silver; Austria-Hungary, $18,000,000; 
Japan, $12,000,000, and other nations 
smaller amounts. Even gold-standard 
Great Britain coined over $7,000,000 silver 
for small change; and it is certain that 
if we should adopt the policy of free 
silver coinage at 16 to 1 the other nations 
would never allow us to have enough of 
the annual product of the metal to 
hurt us.

If 
posterity had carved a niche for Debs, 
would it not also have made one for this 
self-sacrificing soul? 

Where is that stenographer? The pub- 
lic has a right to know whether he proved 
recreant to so great an opportunity or 
Whether her sweetheart forbade her car- 
rying out the contract.

‘The best way 
apparent to my mind is Ww inelte vigi- 
lamce and encourage honesty om the part of 
the imsured—vigilance in the Romest but 
careless policy-holder, vigilance and hones- 
ty in the dishonest policy-holder. How can 
this be done? By requiring that all policy. 
holders shal) participate with the insurance 
company in the insurance of the risk and, as 
as a consequence, that every policy-holder 
‘shall share in any less under his policy to 
the extent of mot less than 20 per cent of such 
loss, whether partial or total.”’ 

The report commends the Aagdersen law 
passed at the last session of the Legisiature, 
limiting the amount of fire insurance to 75 

cent of the value of the property, asa 
step in the right direction.

STREETS MUST 
BE CLEANED. 


Supt. Schawacker Says He Will 
Guard the City’s Interests. — 


WILL ABOLISH PADRONEISM. 


Contractors Will Also Have to Live Up 
to Their Specifications Strictly or ' 
Suffer the Penalties Provided. 


Chris Schawacker received his commission 
as Superintendent of Street Sweeping Sat- 
urday, and last night began his work. 
Supt. Schawacker announces that he will 
immediately set about instituting a num- 
ber of needed reforms. Among other things 
he will stamp out the infamous padrone 
system, by which the street shovelers are 
paid less than the city price allowed the 
contractors for such labor. From this 
method the contractors haye reaped ;; 
handsome profit at the expensé of the pub- 


| lic treagury.. This evil was etaboratély 


exposed by the Post-Dispatch some time 
ago. 

Complaints of the unsatisfactory way 
in which the streets have been swept, 
especially in the down town districts, have 
been numerous. The Wade Bros. Construc- 
tion Co, holds the contract to sweep the 
streets of the entire city. This contract is 
let by the Board of Public Improvements 
to the lowest bidder. For several years 
the lowest bid for all streets, except as- 
phalt, was 48 cents per square, and for 
asphalt 28 cents to 30 cents. But the Wade 
Bros. put in a bid of 37% cents for all but 
asphalt and 27 cents for the latter. This 
being by far the lowest bid they secured 
the contract, which rune for three years. 

Experts have figured that the bid of the 
Wade Bros. amounts to $90,000 less in the 
three years than the lowest sum paid for 
the s@#me work before. The question is, 

‘How can they do the work at such a low 
figure?” 

The numerous complaints are that the 
work is not done properly, but singular to 
say, the inspectors of the Street Depart- 
ment have presumably not made reports 
pointing out the bad work, else the city 
contracters would have been called to an- 
Swer and compelled to do better work on 
pain of having their contract revoked. 

“I shall insist that the contractors who 
are doing the street sweeping shall do the 
work properly and strictly follow the scale 
and specifications of their contract,”’ said 
Superintendent Schawacker yesterday. 
“‘Wade Bros., who obtained this contract for 
the whole city on a very low bid, have sub- 
let all that portion of the city south of Olive 
street to Henry Mueller, who formerly held 
the contract for the whole city himself. But 
I shall deal with Wade Bros. alone in my 
reports, and will not draw a separate report 
on the work done by Mueller, as, I under- 
stand, has beer done heretofore. In other 
words, I shall recognize no one but the 
Wade Bros.,.as they are the contractors, 
and I shall hold them strictly responsible 
for all of the work. 

“I find that there are numerous com- 
plaints of the poor manner in which the 
streets in a portion of the down-town sec- 
tion are being cleaned. It is claimed that 
the big revolving brooms are allowed to 
wear so short that they do not take up the 
dirt properly, and the pavement is left half- 
cleaned. I shall investigate this matter. 
All I want is clean streets. If the con- 
tractor is directed to put in new brooms 
oftener he will have to do so. If he has 
put in a bid to secure the contract at such 
a low figure that he cannot —. the streets 
clean and make any money on his contract, 
why, that is not my fault. I shall see that 
the inspectors do not loaf, but that they do 
their work and make proper reports on the 
condition of the s

‘States Are to Receive Arid Lands From 
the Government. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., June 15.—Millions and 
millions of acres are to be added to the great 
homestead areas of the West. The last Con- 
gress enacted a law providing that the Gen- 
eral Government shall donate to each State 
in which there are arid lands, 1,000,00) acres 
ef such lands, on condition that the reclama- 
tion is done by the states. Already Idaho 
and Wyoming have complied witk all the 
formalities of the law and have taker steps 
toward secering 1,000,000 acres of laad 
within thelr borders, Lieut.-Goverrzor 
Miles of Idaho, and E. Meade. of 
Wyoming, both engineers appointed by their 
respective States, are hereto complete the 
final arrangements. 

Their mission promises to be very success- 
ful, for they are receiving from Land Vom. 
missioner Lanoreaux tke most cordial co- 
operation. 

**The steps which are now being taken to 
transform an immense section of arid coun-

WESTERN WATER RESOURCES. 


Flow of the Rivers Which Are Useful 
for Irrigation. 


Special Correspondence Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 10.—F. H. Newell of 
the Geographical Survey has completed his 
fifth pambhlid on the results of stream 
management in the United States. Special 
attention has been paid throughout to a 
knowledge of the water resources of those 
parts of the country where water is of the 
greatest value. Gauging stations have been 


established in most of the large basins 
of the West, especially in the Upper Mis- 
souri, Yellowstone, Platte, Rio Grande, Gila 
and Bear rivers. At these the daily flow 
of the rivers was measured and the mean 


flow calculated for each month of the 
year. In most of the arid regions, the 
flow was greatest in May and June, though 
in some places it continued very large 
throughout the first half of July. The 
solution of the problem by which the 
surplus waters during these months can 
be restrained for use in July and August

capital stock of $450,000; the Great Western 
Co. of Peoria, capital stock $100,000; the 
arch Distilling Co. of Peoria, stock 250,60: 
the Chicago Distilling Co. of Chicago, stock 
$50,000; the Mound “3 Distilling Co. of St. 
Louis, the Maddox-Hobart Co., the Milk

Developments since the cabinet council on 
Tuesday indi¢ate that the Government has 
decided on taking some action against the 
Porte. The communications sent to Russia 
and France by the Foreign Office urge the 
necessity of a formidabje naval demonstra- 
tion in the Bosphorus without delay. The 
suggestions made by Russia and France that 
@ conference of the powers be held do not 
suit, as-they are not in the line of Lord 
“Rosebery’s policy. It is plain that the Pre- 
“mter either wants to have Great Britain 
‘Committed to a strong and practical policy 
of pro-Armenian intervention before the con- 
sefvatives get into office, or else he per- 
.Ceives that a conference of the powers might 
fentrap England into a discussion of the 
yasetton of her occupation of E t. The 
ormer might be desirable to the Liberals, 
but the latter would not be welcomed by 
wy Derty in the Kingdom. 

e Speaker, in an article ostensibly based 
on information received from Constantino- 
ple, but really inspired by a cabinet minister, 
declares that a combined demonstration of 
the powers is the only feasible and proper 
method of dealing with the Porte. The article 
declares that the Sultan is not the sole 
master of the situation, as ig generally be- 
lieved. Aceording to this statement he had 
actually prepared a reply to the identica) 
note of the powers accepting the terms laid 
down by them when he received warning 
that if he persisted in the course indicated 
by his reply he would unquestionably meet 
the fate of his uncle, Sultan Abdul Aziz. 
Heeding the warning he withdrew his an- 


swer. 

Abdul Hamed II. is believed to be a liberal- 
minded man and eager to bring Turkey more 
or less into line with the Western powers, 
both in internal improvements and in foreign 
relations, and it was generally supposed 
that he would afford every assistance to the 
European commission of inquiry into the 
condition of the Asiatic provinces, notably 
Armenia, until a sudden change of front 
occurred, and the Europeans were virtually 
told that it was none of their business and 
that no heed would be paid at the palace to 
any reports except those rendered by Tur- 
kish officials. The Sultan is under the thumb 
practically of the corrupt and selfish ring 
of politicians who rule the Empire.

As such he was admitted 
to the superior artist's table, and three 
boards were laid for the refection of the 
company. In the audience chamber sat 
the chorus and stage workmen, in the pres- 
ence chamber were mustered “the band, and 
in another gorgeous chamber in which 
Ambassadors linger on ordinary occasions, 
and which among other things is adorned 
by a sideboard valued at something like 
$100,000, was the table of the artists.

Of late some rather more favorable reports 
have been coming in on the winter wheat 
crop.

It would be strange, 
indeed, if the yield in certain favored sec- 
tions was not far above the aver of the 
generally poor eg oy: In some localities 
of this State, which, by the way, will proha- 
bly raise more wheat than most of the big 
surplus States, a fair to good yield is prob- 
able. That is the case in a lesser degree with 
other States, but the fact remains that the 
greater portion of the winter wheat arc® 
east of the Rockies will not average even 
half a crop. ° 

According to Secretary Morton the June 
estimate of the Department of Agriculture 
indicates a crop of 400,000,000 bu. This esti- 
mate is undoubtedly nearer correct than the 
guesses of publications that have no such 
means of arriving at correct results as the 
Government, with its extensive and well- 
trained corps of correspondents. It must 
be conceded that last year’s final report of 
the Government placing the yield at 460,- 
000,000 bu was much nearer the actugl yield 
than the 500,000,000 bu or more guesses of 
the Cincinnati Price Current, the Prairie 
Farmer; Bradstreet’s, et al. This country 
would not now be so near the verge of ex- 
haustion of supplies as it is, if the 1894 crop 
had been 500,000,000 bu, not to speak of a 
larger amount. With 50,000,000 bu last July 
in the visible 50,000,000 bu more in private 
and country warehouses and on the Pacific 
Coast and 100,000,000 bu carried over on the 
farms, there would then have been 700,000,- 
000 bu to supply this country’s requirements 
and for export for a year. Unless there was 
a‘much larger amount fed to animals than 
the Government reported (and the bears 
then said was nonsensically out of propor- 
tion with the actual amount fed), some of 
this wheat must have slipped out of sight 
very mysteriously. Taking domestic re- 
quirements of 375,000,000 bu, exports of 145,- 
000,000 bu to July 1, fed to animals 76,000,000 
bu and amount available July 1 provably 
55,000,000 bu, there is 660,000,000 bu out of 
700,000,000 bu, which would leave 60,000,000 bu 
in country reserves July 1. Does anyone 
believe there will be or was two months 
ago that amount? So if last year’s 
crop was 460,000,000 bu as the Gov- 
-ermament reported, this year’s crop is at 
least 60,000,000 bu less.

He was a tall sunburnt man from Arkan- 
sas and was relating his experience to:a 
produce operator. He said he was shipping 
potatoes for years, and.by the car load, 
too, and as a trader and shipper was daily 
learning something brand new. His remin- 
iscences ‘of this character were rich and 
varied, but the climax was capped he said 
by a fellow he shipped a car to last week 
up North. He said the car was thrown up 
on account of the color of the lock. ‘The 
idea of sending me a car with a red lock on 
it when I never used anything but a black 
one,’’ carne back from the would-be buyer, 
with withering irony, fo the shipper. 


The produce quarters were crowded all 
week with a eat variety of fruits and 
vegetables, and prices have been steadily 
on the decline on nearly all commodities.

investors on the street. 


Hundreds of acres are being purchased 
every week, not far from Mobile, Ala., by 
a number of private parties and several 
syndicates. The lands being bought of 
late so freely are in a large tract just on 
the east side of Mobile Bay, where it is 
learned the fruit grower and track farmer 
will find himself ten to twenty days ahead 
of his rivals in business around Mobile. 
Many of the newcomers are from Ohio and 
several have come from California. The 
new crops will be largely peaches, grapes 
and pears, the land and location being, it 
is said, admirably adapted to these crops; 
one syndicate purchased 3,000 acres, and 
they are after 4,000 more—all intended for 
the cultivation of fruits and vegetables.

There is, after all, a‘top to the market, 
and prices cannot go.on forever soaring up- 
ward, however pleasing it would be to the 
ordinary operator in stocks.

In 
riding through the streets in his earriage he 
bows with graceful courtesy wherever hats 
are lifted to him, and that homage is gen- 
eral, and; in his features at least, he shows 
no surprise at the wonderfal sights which 
must constantly appear to him. 

True, fora few minutes his equanimity 
failed him, andthat was the other evening 
ata Dall given by one of the great Peeresses. 
The Ameer’s son was present with a lot of 
other royalties and he was especially re- 
ceived by the hostess and conducted up the 
grand staircase aad through the magnifi cent 
Grawing rooms to the seats reserved for per- 
sons of royalrank. The staircase was lined 
with beautiful women, as well as many who 
were not beautiful and mo longer young, and 
on either side of the room through which he 
passed were rows of curious ladies with 
their eyes on tne young foreigner. Of 
course they ceurtsied as he passed, and the 
Bumber and variety of bare shoulders that 
met his view seemed for-a moment 
te paralyze him with astonishment.

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TYPHOID FEVER. 


An _— of the Disease Prevails 
at Evansville. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. , June 15.—Theepidemic 
of typhoid fever that has prevailed bere 
with varying intensity for several weeks, bas 
finally been checked by the efforts of the 
Board of Health and the city authorities, 
aided by a citizens’ committee of twenty- 
five, appointed to work In conjunction with 
them in remedying the sanitary conditions of 
the elty. The epidemic reached its highest 
point about four weeks age, when, for seven 
days 108 eases were reported to the health 
autborities. From that time the disease has 
gradually detreased until within the past 

three days there have been ne reports of new, 
cases. It is believed the epidemic arose 
from the water supply, whieh is drawn from 
‘gn intake inthe river several hundred feet 
below the output ef a sewer and siough. 

The drainage from these has been diverted 
toa considerabie distance below the intake, 
and sinee the disease began te disappear as 
quickly almest as it showed ithelf. The 
- Dealth authorities now say that the disease is 

poveod eontrol, that no new cases are bein 
2 , and that the city’s health at th 
poy better then it has been eg the 
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mand, such as ‘*Vanity Fair’’ and 
Monte Cristo.’ The average cest per Volume 
of all the books purchased was 97 cents.

This is a loss of less than one volume for 
every 1,000,000 circulated, Seven volumes 
issued for use in the library. rooms 
have not yet been found, making a total loss 
of ten volumes out of over haif a million 
books and perlodicais tssaded. This is less 
than the ratio ofloss ofthe Bosten Public 
Library for the last‘three years, 

The library was open every day in the 
year, including Sundaysand holidays. The 
average dally issue, faclading Suadays, was 
1,622; excluding Sundays, 1, 713.

Supt. Klockenkenper Says There Is 
Not Enough’ Money for Sprinkling. 
Supt, Kiockenkenper of Forest Park ex- 

plains that the dust which has been the 
cause of sq much eomplaint on the reads of 
the park is due to the lack of teams and 
sprinkling wagons. He says that with more 
wagons the roadscoull be Kept in good eoa- 
dition, but it is itipossible to do so at pres- 
ent.

There are ten siiles of ground and twelve 
miles of dirt road} exclusive of the new road 
around the lake, FPrbpes the teams at our 
Gisposal we can’ tend to keep the dirt 
roads sprinkled, - can’t sprinkle on the 
bill, either, | -. Because it is 
too big a pull tnere, and it is hard to 
keep the cisterns It takes one team a 
day to fill th end the picni¢ parties 
empty them simeet as fast as they are 
filled. 

‘*There has also ‘been contplaint about 
King’s highway, Dut we can’t beip that. 
Grading wagons: going over it all the 
time, and it can’t be keptsprinkied. We are 
doing all we can} with the nt oam- 
ber of wagons-we ¢an‘do no more.’’ 

Supt. Klockenkenhper sald he had ordered 
three extra wagons for Sunday, and would 
try to keep the dustdown. Twooft the park 
teams had been condemned. be said, bat 
when they were alj.in service they had only 
nine. If the wat pply was extended, he 
said, it pyould help materially. . 

He was asked what the cause of the 
scarcity of teams -and replied that he 
supposed the appre Was not suf- 
ficient to ran any moré, If the Superin- 
tendeat’s statement of the cause of the 
trouble is correct the onty fmmediate remedy 
lies in making provision for more wagons.

The spirit of “Ambrose’’ was one of the 
two subjects chosen for flash-light pho- 
tography.

Here an avérage of 700 trains moves, in- 
coming and outgoing, are made im a day, 
and yet not ome accident has been charged 
to this gréat mechanical brain of the switch 
tower which controls ‘the entire labyrinth 
of “tracks, switches and signals to New 
Jersey Junction, a mife away, and maps 
it in miniature on its. marvelous register of 
shifting ralis. ’ ; 

This tower controls al} incoming and 
outgoing trains for a mile. The train- 
starter then pushes another button on the 
train-describer, which connects with the 
train-dispatcher’s Office in the station, 


and notifies him that the train has startéd. 
Then the train-starter’s duty, as regards 
this train, is over. 

SWITCHING IT ONWARD.» 
Here begins the work of the switch tower.

The touch of a léver tin the switch tower 
has pressed with a finger of electricity the 
electric switch valvd@ which is fixed to the 
cylinder at the switch in the yard. The 
pressure opens the tiny valve, admits the 
compressed air, which by ingenious opera- 
tion of its inner mechanism gathers force 
to throw the switch. But attached to the 
switch is a detéctor bar, a complete safe- 
guard, which will mot lock if there is a 
train on the track in. the section ahead, 
and so there is ‘provided the indication 
box, which irea that the switch must 
do its work befoge the levers can be thrown 
home. The operation of a switch in the 
train-yard is registered on a machine in 
the tower Which is a miniature facsimile 
of the yard by Means of the indication 
latches upon the levers.

. ferocious Turkish soldiery. These atro- 

cities stand forth in the annals of Christen- 
dom as the very essence of cruelty, and 
as an instance of what the still uncivilized 
Turk is capable of accomplishing. 

The civilized world stood shocked and 
appalled and thé great powers of Europe 


Stepped in and began an investigation. 


Then followed a demand upon the Sultan 
of Turkey to put a stop to these atrocities 
and to institute such réforms in his brutal 
government as would forever end another 
butchery of his Armenian subjects. And 
now the blogdthirsty Turkish despot de- 
“fies all civilized Europe and refuses to in- 
terfere to prevént a repetition of the gerse- 
.cutions and horrors of Sassoun. 

The story, brutal as it is, and exhibiting 
in the minor telling of it a lust, rapine 
and violence that could hardly be imagined, 
is all the more remarkable because it is not 
war. Had the Armenians been fighting his 
majesty the Sultan and resisting his fana- 
tical troops, some shadow of excuse might 
there be. But, instead of ‘this, when the 
Turkish brigades appeared in the country 
the Armenian men and women ran to them 
like little children and gathered under 
what they thought were protecting wings 
against the ravages of the marauding, 
gavage hill tribes, the Kurds. 

A TALE OF TORTURE. 

Without a sign, without a signal, while 
the peasants were yet hailing them as the 
representatives of governmental authority 
and as the military delegates of their 
“monarch, the Turks cut and fired, cut and 
fired again. No novelist’s pen could depict 
a tale of torture half so graphically as 
comes down in the simple ungarnished state- 
ments of the few survivors that somehow 
made their way beyond the reach of bay- 


onet, bullet and sword. 

Im broad daylight the deeds were done. 
At Gawn the little villages of Semai, Shen- 
ik and Aval were attacked by Kurds and 
by Turkish soldiers disguised as moun- 
taineers There had been no provocation, 
no excuse even for retaliation. The day 
before a few Kurds had- stolen some of the 
villagers’. sheep, and the shepherds, natu- 
rally, hed engaged in a hand-to-hand con- 
flict with them to recover their property. 
Four to one the Hamidiehs, the Bakrant- 
lees, the Rishkotlees, the Khianlees 
and Zilanees, together with the disguised 
rtoops of the Sultan, outnumbered the Ar- 
menians. -In terror the latter fled, leaving 
in their alarm the old and wounded behind. 

It was then the atrocities began. It 
needed little discernment on the -part of 
the Turkish troops to perceive that the 
Kurds were not warriors at all. Throwing 
off all disguise, the soldiers the Sultan en- 
tered the villages, bayonet and sword in 
hand. The bugles sounded and the cannon 


boomed. 
BURNED AND BUTCHERED. 
With cries that were piteous, understand- 
ing nothing save that an awful calamity 
was now upon them, the old villagers who 
had been left behind came tumbling out of 
their houses as the soldiers with calm fe- 
rocity applied torch after torch to the build- 
ings. These old. peasants flung themselves 


tifully at the feet of even the common 
Pr idiors, crying ‘‘We are loyal! See! These 
are our tax receipts. We love the Turks. 
Oh, do take pity on us. Good God! Don’t 


burn us alive.” 
In the village of Semal hardly a peasant 


esca - that is to say, the peasants who 
eee ad and infirm. By the time the con- 
filagration had begun, the able-bodied men, 
women and children were well on their way 
in the surrounding country. It is a peculiar 
pathological fact that the Armenians are 
remarkably susceptible to fright. More 
than most people they are able to endure 
physical torture, but nervous terror drives 
them near to madness. It was a haif in- 
sane procession indeed that went flying 
through the country from the villages just 
commencing to burn up to Mount Andok, 
now made famous. The sound of the bugles 
and the sight of the Turkish soldiery with 
their charging bayonets made all their cour- 


age vanish. 

“Now, my lambs,”’ had said the command- 
ing officer of the Turks to the chiefs of the 
Kurdish tribes the day before the massacre, 
‘4s your time. You can exterminate these

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GURPUBLIG SCHOOL 


Eight Hundred Children Grad- 
uated Last Week. 


70,000 PUPILS ENROLLED. 


The Schools Cost the City $1,500,000 a 


Year, But They Rank the Highest 
in the Country. 


Very few people ever give to the public 
schools that attention which their expense 


and importance demand. 

For instance, during all of last week there 
were graduation exercises and picnics and 
entertainments of various kinds incident to 
the close of the school year, yet how many 
citizens and taxpayers gave this great week 


more than a passing thought? 

It is a statistical fact that 800 boys and 
girls graduated last week from the St. Louis 
public schools. Did you know that? 

It' is a fact that 70,000 children were en- 
rolled in the public schools this year, as com- 
pared with 68,839 the previous year, and that 
there was an actual attendance of 50,000. 
Did you know that? : 

There are to-day 1,440 teachers employed 
by the public in teaching the children of this 
city, as compared with 1,387 teachers the 
previous year. There are’ to-day 121 public 
school buildings, with a seating capacity of 
58,500, as compared with 56 buildings in 1875, 
with a seating capacity of 3,000. Did you 
know all that? 

The total annual cost of the public schoo! 
system of the city of St. Louis is $1,500,000, 
and the cost per pupil. including everything 
and on the basis of the number belonging, 
is $17.66, which is less than that of the nre- 
ceding year, a trifle more than that of the 
year fore that and. less otherwise than 
any year since 1864-5. Did you know that? 

The total increase in enro 


ment was 8, so. that 
growth during the 

greater by 1,78 than 

ceding 12 years. 

The increased enrollment of 1894 over that 
of 1892 ‘was 3,670, the Bape increase for 
any one year sinve 1877, when the scheme 
and charter went into effect and added a 
vast amount of territory and thousands of 
children to the city of St. Louis.

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THE DAINTY SARAD 
NOW IN ORDER. 
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Make It Look Cool and Serve in 
Glass. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Now that the hot weather is at hand, solid 
foods are disappearing from dinner and 
luncheon tables and are being replaced by 
dainty: and more fanciful dishes of a less 
substantial character. Salads are naturally 
the first things the housewife thinks of, but 
she usually fails with them. A maid or a 
mistress may be skilled where a range'‘is 


concerned, but neither may be able to con- 
‘struct a salad worthy of the name. They 
forget, it is sad to say, several important 
things. 

A salad, in the first place, should always 
look cool. No matter of what it may be 
composed, and you can make salad of almost 
anything under the sun if you only know 
how, the dish should be weg ey by an 
atmosphere of icebergs and of the far North. 
The lettuce that is generally its foundation 
should be soaked in a strong solution of salt 
and cold water for at least half an hour be- 
fore the “‘meat’’ is added to it. After soak- 
ing it should be drained and shaken thor- 
oughly in a napkin, not wiped off, as the 
leaves bruise egasily. Salad should invari- 
ably be served from and in cut glass. 

A few of the most delicious salads are 
chicken, lobster, ham, oyster, scallop, let- 
tuce, tomato, string bean, fish, celery, po- 
tato, cucumber, banana and game. In popu- 
larity chicken salad probably leads. This 
dish is best made with celery instead of let- 
tuce, but in the summer months celery is 
hard to get. Lettuce, nevertheless, makes a 
fair substitute, and in the hands of an ex- 

ert the combination of chicken and lettuce 
s by no means to be despised. 

Boil a chicken until] it is tender. When it 
is cold cut the meat into small pieces. Then 
mix with Mayonnaise dressing, a good recipe 
for which is the yolk of one hard-boiled egg 
mashed fine, the raw yolk of one egg 
whipped in with this, a saltspoon of salt, a 
dash of cayenne pepper, a scant half tea- 
spoonful of ground mustard, a half pint of 
oil, drop by drop, and stirring steadily; two 
teaspoonfuls of cider vinegar and one and a 
half teaspoonfuls of Iemon juice. Place in 
each lettuce leaf a generous salad spoonful 
of the ‘‘dressed’’ chicken and spread over a 
——s of mayonnaise, a sufficient quan- 
tity of this og | been put aside before 
the mixing. Upon the yellow of the “dress- 
ing’’ on each lettuce leaf about a dozen 
capers should be sprinkled. 

One great advantage of salads is that they 
are convenient. Almost any collection of 
cold meat will make a toothsome dish if 
properly dressed and served. It may be 
divulging a secret of many amateurs, but it 
had best be told that the housewife need not 
despair of having chicken salad when she 
has no chicken, if only she has scraps of 
coid veal. Scraps that would not be present- 
able in any other way are quite available 
for salad use. ; 

Novel among salads is that of string 
beans. Gourmands may turn up their noses 
at that, but though string beans do not 
sound as if they would make a particularly 
attractive salad, they certainly do. The 
beans are cut into inch pieces, after having 
been boiled and left to cool, and to them are 
added one small onion chopped fine, one 
small bunch of parsley chopped fine and the 
mayonnaise. Lettuce is not needed, as the 
beans make a sufficient ‘‘salad’’ as well as 
**meat.’”’ 

Coolest of all, perhaps, to the eye is the 
tomato salad, an artistic dish, if only be- 
case of the brilliant red that stands out so 
vividly against the virile green. The small 
Bermuda tomato is the best, and it is well 
to serve a whole one to each guest. They 
should first have scalding water poured over 
them, and then be immediately peeled and 
laid in the ice box. Then the stem end of 
each should be cut out to a sufficient depth 
to hold about a teaspoonful, and in each 
role should be put half a sweet green pep- 
per and one small cucumber chopped fine. 
Sach tomato should be placed upon a lettuce 
leaf, and a teaspoonful of mayonnaise 
poured over the top. A gravy boat of may- 
onnaise should be served separately, that 
the sauce may be added to each diner’s 
taste. 

Regarding mayonnaise, there are several 
points of interest that are known to few 
people. Though sweet oil is nearly always 
used, it is not absolutely necessary. There is 
little question but that the best salad is 
made with oil, but whipped cream can be ac- 
ceptably used in its place. The taste is little 
different m that of the regular mayon- 
naise. A variation of this whipped cream re- 
cipe for sauce is as follows: Take two eggs, 
three tabi onfuls of vinegar, two table- 
spoonfuls rig y #ne tablespoonful of 
sugar, & quarter of @ teaspoonful of salt, a 


quarter of a teaspoonful of mustard. The 
bowl in which these concomitants are mixed 
should be placed in a basin of boiling water 
and stirred until the substances have nearly 
the consistency of rich cream. Mayonnaise 
can be colored. To make it red, “lobster 
coral’ is added after having been pounded 
to a powder and rubbed through a sieve. : 
Instead of ‘‘coral”’ the juice of boiled beets 
may be used. A S geove tint may be obtained 
by boiling a small quantity of spinach and 
straining off the water, using as large a 
quantity as may be needed to color. 

Sweet salads are toothsome, but not very 
familiar dishes. They should not, however, 
be forgotten in the household menu. That 
made with bananas is particularly tasteful. 
Fine bananas should cut into slices 
lengthwise to the thickness of a dollar, and 
arranged on a glass dish to form a hollow 
center. Over them a gill of well-sweetened 
sherry, mixed with a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice, should be poured. The compound 
should be put upon the ice for half an hour 
and upon being taken out the center shou 
be filled with whipped cream, heaped up. 

For game and oe tgge? orange salad ig pe- 
culiarly delicious. art, juicy oranges 
should be sliced, the seeds being removed. 
These slices should be laid upon a salad dish 
and dressed with salad oi], a little lemon 
juice, a pinch of salad and a dash of cayenne 


pepper.

Later the corner-stone of the monument 
that is to stand in commemoration of the 
First Crusade—of Pope Urban II. and of 
Peter the Hermit—was laid, the bishops 
blessing the stone and dedicating the pile.

Are We Prosperous and Contented. 


One reading the highly colored reports of 
the prosperity our city enjoys, would think 
the masses of people who compose the pop- 
ulation of St. Louis, are in the = ment 
of a life of comparative ergy Cane con- 
tentment; the possessors of homes and 
surrounded with all the comforts that make 
life worth living, but what are the facts? 
The census of 1890, taken by Robt. B. Pot- 
ter, appointed by Benjamin Harrison, 
shows that-of all the 500,000 or more people 
who lived here in that year only fifteen our 
of every hundred owned their own home 
free of debt. This included all those who 
lived in luxurious homes and all the reputed 
wealthy business residents of the city. 
There were 91,364 families, of whom 72,660, 
or 8 of every hundred, who.rented the 
piaces they occupied, and 5 per cent owned 
under mortgage. There were two hundred 
bullding associations here, but, in the light 
of the foregoing, what have they done for 
us? In the Twelfth Congressional Dis- 
trict, one of the wealthiest in the country, 
and, which contains much of the aristo- 
crate ‘“‘West End,”’ only 13,of each hundred 
heads of families, own their own homes, 81 
are tenants and must pay in advance eyery 
month for the right to live on the earth. 
No “stand-off” there. The grocery keeper 
and the butcher, the shoemaker and the 
coal dealer may take a ‘‘promise to pay, 
but the landlord, never. The standing uliti- 
matum to more than two-thirds of the citi- 
zens of St. Louis is pay in advanee for the 
privilege of living on ‘‘our’’ earth, or get 
off! In the First Ward, there are 2,286 fam- 
ilies, of whom 64 own their own homes, 97 
of each 100 are tenants, principally of the 
kind which inhabit the famous Ashley 
Building. The Second Ward is no better.

are permitted to live here. These same 
conditions exist in every large 1 at of the 


land, and, in a great measure, in ail of the 
towns and villages, and, the agriculturists 
are rapidly approaching the same level. 
The system ‘that has produced these re- 
sults is damnable, and should be wiped 
out. Single taxers are enlisted in this 
righteous war of obliteration and invite 
all who believe in truth as against error; 
all who love justice and would see it pre- 
vail; all who admire manhood more than 
dollars, and all who believe that merit is 
the only true gauge of good citizenship to 
join us in a peaceful rebellion against things 
as they are.
